Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Hanes 

et al. 

Claims 1, 4, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 

Shima. 

Claims 9-12 and 14 are allowed. 

Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed May 5, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant states: "The pressure sensors in Hanes et al. are 'pressure meters' rather 
than transducers. Signals generated by pressure meters are simply pressure signals. Meters and 
transducers operate on different principles and are not recognized in the art as equivalent 
components." However, Hanes describes in column 3, lines 36-45: "in one embodiment a 
gauging orifice may be provided whose one end may open onto the bearing surface and another 
end communicating with a pressure transducer. In another embodiment, a pressure sensor may 
be connected to sense the pressure at the entrance to the airbearing with an external impedance

connected between a pressure regulator and the entrance to the airbearing." This contradicts 
Applicant's remarks with respect to Hanes having pressure meters rather than transducers, as 
well contradicting the remarks regarding the equivalence of pressure sensors and pressure 
transducers. With respect to Shima Applicant states: "The Shima patent includes mention of 
both hydrostatic and hydrodynamic pressure, but the only pressure sensing devices that Shima 
discloses are pressure gauges." The pressure sensors of Shima are "connected electrically to a 
controller". This corresponds to a pressure transducer. It is further noted that Arguments of 
counsel with respect to the nonequivalence of pressure meters and pressure transducers is 
unsupported by any factual evidence of record. Moreover, there is no showing of superiority or 
criticality to the disclosed device associated with the transducers, nor is any specific structure of 
such transducers disclosed. The criticality of such "different principles" has not been adequately 
explained, neither by applicant's counsel nor in the original disclosure.
